For example, the

shelf it is insured. The total of all these insur- 
ances is added to the bill of the consumer. 


Almost everything we own has, the cost of the 


"fire tax" added to it. Of course the danger of 
fire eannot he eliminated altogether, but if the 
a\erage fire loss w-as half as great, the average 
premium would be approximately half as large. 


The statistics of the fire underwriters shuw 


tbat electricity causes more fires than any other 
single cause, and of that, electric irons produce 
37 per cent! The second most prolific source is 
matches and smoking; the third is defective chim- 
neys, and so on. Gasoline must answer for a large 
share of the increase of fires in recent years. 
There are many housewives who use gasoline for 
cleaning purposes, and who let the open can of it 
stand near the hearth or the kitchen stove. 


'Ihose people would not let dynamite lie around 


in such places, yet it takes- eighty-three pounds of 
dynamite to equal the explosive power of a single 
gallon of gasoline! When the fire is not there— 
then is the time for learning the use of a fire 
extinguisher, and in planning a course of action— 
the first five minutes at a fire is worth more than 
1he next five hours.

"Now, 
my point is, that in the 


scientific laboratory temperatures as 
low as 454 degrees below zero have 
been reached. 
Furthermore, it is 


thought probable that there are 
places' in the universe—some dark 
stars, for instance—where it is that 
cold. 


"Temperatures as high as several 


thousand degrees above zero have 
been attained in the laboratory with 
the 
electric 
furnace 
and 
other 


modern heat-producing machines. 


"Astronomers think the tempera- 


ture of the sun is around 15,000 or 
20.000 degrees, so you see, from a 
solar point of view, the weather on 
the earth Is always terribly cold. A 
citizen of the sun could not exist here 
—supposing there is life there. 


"The sun; of course, is astronom- 


ically just one of many stars and it 


is by no means certain the sun is 
the hottest of all of them. In fact, 
it is highly probable that it is not. 
A temperature of 20,000 degrees, in 
the larger sense of things . . . 


(The "larger sense of things" we 


have corne to know as a phrase the 
Scientific M£>n uses often.) 
i " . . . a mere 20,000 degrees, 
may be a very low temperature. 


"It is generally supposed, though 


not proven, I believe, that the prin- 
cipal source of the earth's heat is 
the sun. 
jSaturally the closer -we 


get to the sun the hotter it gets. 
Now the big point I want to get 
across is: 


"Don't it make you feel unimport- 


ant—to make all mankind seem un- 
important—to reflect that we can 
exist in such a. small range of tem- 
perature as perhaps 150 degrees 
when the known range of tempera- 
ture in the universe is more than a 
hundred times as great? 


"Just think what a small shifting 


in the a&tronomical order might 
make the prevailing temperatures on 
the earth range from say, 300 to 
500 degrees—where would we be 
then? 
We, with all our dogmas, 


and new thought, and wars, and 
ideals, and vices? 


"That is all I wanted to ask. Tou 


understand how it makes one feel— 
in the larger scn.se of things, we 
aren't so important after all." 


"Yes, much of what you say seem* 


plausible," -we replied, "but let's not 
worry about it. A lifetime isn't long i 
to live, and. any way, isn't 'the' 
physical stability of the universe' the 
subject of one of your pet digres- 
sions. 
Come now, confess, and we

What You Ought to Do 


To Safeguard a School Child.

School days are trying days. They 


are happy da;-s, but they represent 
the first period of freedom from 
•home restraints. ' They mark the be- 
ginning of 
greater 
physical and 


mental activity. 
The watchful eye 


of the parent, with only one or two 
children to look after, is replaced 
by the discipline of a teacher who 
has to spread her attention over a. 
room full. 


All these conditions, together with 


the child's rapid growth, the in- 
creased exposure and all the con- 
tacts of school life, make for heart 
trouble. 
Unless proper care is ex- 


ercised during these school years 
there may be 
developed 
defects 


which will persist during life. 


The proportion of school children 


with heart disease to normal chil- 
Iren is about one to forty or fifty.

Acute rheumatism is the most im- 


Jortajit factor in developing heart 
trouble. 
So-called "growing pains" 


are not to be lightly considered. They 
ndicate rheumatic infection, and the 
cause of this infection 
must be 


sought for and removed. 


Repeated attacks of sore throat 


must be regarded in the same way. 
These are but the symptoms of in- 
fection, and may be followed by in- 
volvement of the heart. 


St. Vitus' dance, or chorea, is a 


condition indicative 
of 
infection, 


which, later, may present heart 
complication. 


All the common infectious diseases 


of children, unless properly treated, 
are possible causes of heart disease. 
Whenever a. child has 
fever, he 


should be kept in bed until all the 
acute symptoms have subsided and 
until the temperature is normal. 


The most trying 
periods of the 


school year are 
the 
examination 


times. 
These occur at the end of 


the term, when the child is mor& or 
less worn out and less prepared, to 
resist disease. 


Dental defects among children are 


all too common. 
Out of one gradu- 


ating class of seventy girls only one 
had perfect teeth. 
The remaining 


sixty-nine had an average of seven- 
teen defects—cavities or lost teeth. 
Many a case of heart disease may be 
traced to bad teeth. 


Tonsils, nasal sinus trouble, 
ade- 


noids, chronic intestinal trouble, all 
these are possible factors in the pro- 
duction of heart disease in children. 


"We are accustomed to watching 


the diet and the physical develop- 
ment of the infant, but older children 
are neglected in this respect. 
The 


scales are of just as much impor- 
tance in testing the progress of older 
children as of the babies. 
Until full 


growth is reached, parents should 
keep a watchful eye on the eating 
and living habits of the child

normal heart is the possession of a 
strong and normal body, made so by 
right living.
